MR. ALDERMAN NICHOLLS. 


Like a lusty winter, frosty but kindly.—As You Like It. 


7 HOUGH not the oldest member of the City Council, Mr. Alderman 
ib Nicholls is the oldest among its members. A few weeks ago, the 
members of the Improvement Committee, of which he has been Chair- 
man for the last eighteen years, entertained him at dinner in the Queen’s 
Hotel in celebration of his eighty-sixth birthday. He has been upwards 
of thirty years a councillor—he has been twice Mayor, an office to which 
he was elected, after ten years’ service in the Corporation, from the ranks 
of common councillor—and is now, and has been for many years, Chair- 
man of the Visiting Justices of Manchester. Mr. Alderman Nicholls, 
then, may he said with justice to have attained a distinguished position in 
our municipal history, and the son of such a father might well be proud 
of him, for in all his public capacities Mr. Nicholls has sustained a 
spotless character for honourable conduct. But, although a memorable 
saying of Mr. Oliver Heywood’s is mainly correct, that “it is a grand 
thing to have a father before one,” Mr. Nicholls would probably be the 





first to acknowledge that a chief pride of his life was in his son. At | 


the death of John Ashton Nicholls, it may be said, without exaggeration, 
thata city mourned. In the close of his brief and bright career Man- 
chester lost one of the most gifted, large-hearted, and promising young 


men that “ time-honoured Lancaster” has produced. It is mainly to his | 


influence and force of character,-as its honorary secretary, that the 
Manchester Atheneum owes its position as one of the leading institutions 
ofthe kind in the provinces. Though the brilliant group of young men, 
of which he was the head, has been sadly thinned of late, the influence 
of the impulse he gave it remains, and his memory and example have 
Ween and continue invaluable in a society through which a large proportion 
of Manchester’s most useful citizens may be said to graduate. 

Mr. Alderman Nicholls, though he has outseen two generations of 
bargesses, is not a native of Manchester. He came with his family to 
reside here at the early age of eight. After an industrious youth, in which 
le Was conspicuously “ diligent in his business,” he joined the ranks of 
the manufacturers, who were then making the reputation of the Man- 
chester trade, as a partner in the firm of Ashton and Nicholls, whose 
spinning mills were in Chapel Street, Ancoats, near the works of the 
present Mayor, Mr, Aldérman Curtis. He is said to have amassed a large 
fortune in the palmy days of the cotton trade, and is believed to have 
tired from business a merchant prince. He married a Lancashire lady, 
the daughter of Mr. Ashton, of Piccadilly, whose admirable grace in the 
discharge of the trying duties of Mayoress is a tradition in the Corpora- 
tin annals, for as Mayor, Alderman Nicholls was conspicuous for his 
hospitality and urbanity of disposition. 

Mr. Nicholls was the ninth Mayor of Manchester, and of those who 
vere appointed to the office before his elevation, he is, with the exception 
{Sit Elkanah Armitage, the only one surviving. Sir Elkanah for several 
years has been unable to take the active part he once did in public busi- 
tess, though we believe he maintains his interest in it. Mr. Nicholls 
tows no signs of diminution in his capacity for public work. He was 
the immediate successor of the late Mr. Robert Barnes. He held office 
"toublous times. In his first year the Crimean war broke out, and 
Manchester trade suffered severely. A reference to his speeches at that 
‘me takes us back to almost forgotten history. Only twenty-one years 
lave gone since then, and we read, almost as if from a passage in Macaulay 





| office, and his Mayoralty is not marked by any such souvenir. 
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[Prick One Penny. 
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or Froude, this passage from one of his addresses—strange theme as in 
these days it would be considered for a civic head— We, in Manchester, 
are averse to war; we are peaceful by conviction as well as by interest. 
But I feel sure my fellow-citizens will at any cost, and under all circum- 
stances, uphold to the very utmost of their means the honour and safcty 
of our beloved Queen and her dominions, at the same time that they will 
pray earnestly that the present struggle may be brought to a speedy, safe, 
and honourable issue.” Manchester responded with splendid spirit to 
the appeals which were made to it at that time, and the Mayor, 
acting as commissioner in aid to the Patriotic Fund, had the satisfaction 
of handing over £28,795 to the Royal Commissioners. Another event 
which marked his Mayoralty was the part which, under his prompting to 
a great degree, Manchester took in the International Exhibition of Paris. 
It was greatly owing to his active management and influence that Man- 
chester producers were enabled to furnish the Manchester court in a 
manner which, if less attractive than some others in the Exhibition, still 
obtained for it a distinctive, useful, and memorable place. In his capa- 
city as Mayor, Mr. Nicholls received in Manchester and entertained with 
fitting dignity the young King of Portugal, then on a visit to this country. 
He was also deputed by the Council to present an address to the Emperor 
of the French, on his visit to London. Some hitch occurred which pre- 
vented the presentation of this address in the usual form ; but the Council 
had afterwards the gratification, such as it was, of hearing from the 
Mayor's lips that Louis Napoleon ‘“ was pleased to express to him that 
the reception of the address was very gratifying to his feelings.” Trade 
was too dull in Manchester in those anxious days to permit of any great 
prosecution of public improvements in the two years Mr. Nicholls held 
Like his 
whole public life, it was useful, dignified, and unpretentious. When at 
the close of his first year of office Mr. Alderman Watkins proposed his 
re-election, in pursuance of a requisition unanimously signed by the 
Council, he praised the constant and unwearied attention which he had 
paid to the interests of the city, his intelligence and impartiality, his 
urbanity, and his splendid hospitality. Mr. Simpson, who seconded the 
motion, said he had assured himself of a reputation second to that of 
none. A year later, when he retired, on the election of Sir James Watts, 
Mr. Alderman Bancroft, in moving the vote of thanks he had so well 
earned, said that Mr, Alderman Nicholls had in his office of Mayor lost 
nothing that had been gained by his predecessors, and added, ‘* Whenever 
he has been called upon to represent the Council, and to express its 
sentiments, that expression has been so clear and so beautiful, accom- 
panied by such amiability of character, and such dignity of bearing, that 
he has commanded not only the respect of this Council but the admiration 
of the community at large.” These characteristics, so aptly described by 
Mr. Bancroft in 1855, are eminently true of Mr. Alderman Nicholls at 
the present day. The brief, compact speeches in which, from time to 
time, he moves those resolutions of compliment or condolence, which are 
most fitly trusted to a father in the Council, are models of dignity and 
good taste, mixed with hearty and generous feeling. 

The chiéf civic work in which Mr. Nicholls has been engaged has left a 
permanent mark upon the face of Manchester. As Chairman of the 
Improvement Committee his name will be in some sort identified with 
many of the most important alterations which bid fair to transform Man- 
chester from a confused congeries of streets and warehouses into one o f 
the finest cities in the kingdom. Within the last few years the function of 
the Improvement Committee has become more than ever important as its

FREEMASONS AND THE EMPRESS. 


Qn of the greatest marvels of the world is that, notwithstanding the
